11. A method for treating microbial infections in patients comprising: 
administering to a patient in need thereof an effective amount of a compound of 
Formula I as shown in Claim 1. 

12. The method of Claim 11 wherein said compound of Formula I is administered 
orally, parenterally or topically in a pharmaceutical composition. 

13. The method of Claim 11 wherein said compound is administered in an amount 
of from about 0.1 to about 100 mg/kg of body weight/day. 
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
